We 
ate at a camp near Rheims. We trav ­ 
eled in a hosp ital train from Rheims 
to this camp which is near LHarv e. 
While we wait for transp ortation 
home, we are well fed, and receiv e 
■clothing.”

Fowler said that the first day he 
was in the camp , May 14, he located 
all the sergeants of his crew, and all 
of them look ed good.

CHILDREN AND THE 
HOME 


Pa rents must a ccept the duty of tra ining their children in 
the wa y tha t they should go. God ha s a ppointed pa rents to tea ch 


children. Prrent^ ha ve the right to ca ll in other a gencies, such a s 
the school, to a ssist in this tra ining, but it rema ins the duty of the 
pa rents to see to it tha t their children a re properly rea red in every 
respect. The righteousness of the nex t genera tion depends directly 
upon this being effectively done. Solomon sa y s: “ Tra in up a child j; 
in the wa y he should go: a nd when he is old, he will not depa rt ^ 
from it.” (Prov. 2 2 :6) 
Pa ul sa y s: “ And, y e fa thers, provoke not |jj 
y our children to wra th: but bring them up in the nurture a nd a d- % 
monition of the Lord.” (Eph. 0:4) 


Pa rents ca nnot tea ch their children right without first living 
right themselves. Too often pa rents do not lea d the wa y . For ex - $ 
a mple, it is estima ted tha t less tha n twenty -five percent of the j| 
a dult membership of the a vera ge congrega tion a ttends Sunda y 
morning Bible study . No wonder our children go a stra y a nd lose 
interest in the church. If there were fewer prodiga l pa rents, there 
would be correspondingly fewer prodigpl children. Wha tever ma y 
be wrong with the world toda y ca nnot be bla med on the boy s a nd 
girls under twenty -one y ea rs of a ge. Tha t gra ve responsibility be­ 
longs to fa thers, mothers, elders, tea chers, prea chers, a nd lea ders 
in genera l. Someone ha s sa id: “ Pra y for the children who must 
live in the world which their pa rents ha ve ma de for them.’’

DUTIES OF CHILDREN TO PARENTS 


1. Obedience. “ Children, obey y our pa rents in the Lord: for 
this is right.” (Eph. 6:1) “ Children, obey y our pa rents in a ll things: 
for this is well plea sing unto the Lord.” (Col. 3:20) The child must 
ever y ield to the superior judgment of the pa rent, ex cept where the 
pa rent contra dicts God. Older people genera lly know best, for they 
ha ve been ta ught in the ha rd school <of ex perience. J esus set the 
ex a mple for a ll children when he wa s a child. “ And he went down 
with them, a nd cta me to Na za reth, a nd wa s subject unto them: but 
his mother kept a ll these sa y ings in her hea rt.” (Luke 2:51) 
Chil­ 
dren should a void ta king a dvice which overrules tha t of their pa r­ 
ents, especia lly from people who ha ve little or no hea rt interest in 
them. Pa rents, a t lea st with ra re ex ceptions, will a dvise their chil­ 
dren to do wha t they honestly think is best for them. 
2. Service. In the very na ture of things, every huma n being 
should be useful a ccording to his or her ca pa city . Children should 
be ta ught to work. An old J ewish prowerb sa y s: “ He who does not 
tea ch his child to work bea ches him to stea l.” You a re doing y our p 
child a n injustice when y ou do not require him to regula rly do some 
useful ta sk. Pa ul, spea king of Timothy , suggests tha t a child should 
be a fellow worker. “ But y e know the proof of him, tha t, ta s a son 
with the fa ther, he ha th served with me in the gospel.” (Phil. 2:22) 
This does not mea n tha t the child is a sla ve, but a pa rtner in the 
home. A child should not be requested to work prima rily beca use 
it is profita ble fina ncia lly , but a s a n essentia l pa rt of the child’s edu­ 
ca tion. Even if the fa mily is fina ncia lly independent, tha t principle 
still holds true. 
3. Honor. “ Honour thy fa ther a nd mother; which is the first 
comma ndment with promise; tha t it ma y be well with thee, a nd thou 
ma y ea t live long on the ea rth.” (Eph. 6:2-3) “ Honour” a s used in 
this comma ndment involves respect, fina ncia l support, a nd persona l 
ca re where such is necessa ry . J esus decla res tha t fa ilure on this 
point renders worship via in. It wa s in this connection tha t he ma de 
the oft-quoted sta tement found in Ma tt. 15:9. “ But in va in they 
do worship me, tea ching for doctrines the comma ndments of men.” 
Compa re this sta tement with Pa ul’s even stra nger la ngua ge in I 
Tim. 5:8. “ But if a ny provide na t for his own, a nd specia lly for 
those of his own house, he ha th denied the fa ith, a nd is worse tha n 
a n infidel.” Certa inly a ll tha t Pa ul sa id a bout widows in genera l 
would a pply to one’s mother specifica lly . 
The America n custom of sending a ged mothers a nd fa thers 
to homes for the a ged, simply beca use they do not wa nt to be both­ 
ered with them, is a sin of the first ma gnitude. Homes for the 
a ged a re wonderful for those who ha ve no other pla ce to go. In 
this connection rea d I Tim. 5. 


Some Ca ution* to Boy s a nd Girls 


Boy s a nd girls of toda y will soon be men a nd women, ma r­ 
ried, bea ring children a nd building homes. This is the highest privi­ 
lege one ma y ha ve in this life a s fa r a s huma n rela tions go. More 
depends on the success of the home tha n of a ny other socia l insti­ 
tution. If the home fa ils, the na tion will perish. Even the church 
will be helpless wherever the home is a fa ilure. 
Young people, do not enga ge in a ny conduct tha t will destroy 
the respect a nd confidence upon which a home must be founded. 
When this boy remembers ugly things tha t this girl ha s done, a nd 
vice versa , tha t fa ith so essentia l to the home is ba dly wea kened, 
if not completely destroy ed. Drinking, da ncing, chea p fa milia rity , 
a nd such like will undermine thia t mutua l confidence so necessa ry 
to ha ppiness in the home, 


Some Ca utions to Pa rents 


Pa rt of the children’s tra ining should be designed to ena ble 
them to choose clea n, Christia n husba nds a nd wives. This is the 
first a nd ba sic step towa rd a Christia n home. Fra nkly , wha t a re | 
y o'U doing to promote the proper socia l life for y our children? Do 
y ou merely forbid them bo do evil in y our house without providing 
a ny thing good for them to do? Pa rents should certa inly forbid the §j 
wrong, y et tha t is not enough. Pa rents who fa il to provide proper 
m 
socia l life for their children a re unintentiona lly promoting the im- !§ 
proper. This 
is true, beca use such children will simply lea ve home 
a nd do wha t home does not a llow. Commercia lized dissipa tion under 
jkj 
the guise of recrea tion is inviting them in every direction. 
Such y 
pa rents often boa st, “ My children mre not a llowed to do this a nd 
tha t,” when every body ex cept those pa rents knows tha t their chil­ 
dren do those very things, but a wa y from home. Wholesome socia l 
life must ex ist if children a re to grow up mora lly pure. 
Pa rents, 
crea te a rea l Christia n home in which y ou a nd y our children ma y 
live.
